She simply meditates and occasionally 
acts with her eyebrows to intimate that she is 
an attentive listener to the declamations of 
the other singers. No one out Wagner would 
have dared to write a part for a leading con- 
tralto asking her to pose for an entire act with 
never a note to sing. 

One object familiar to operd-goers is miss- 
ing from the mise en scdne. It is the bald 
head of Sig. Arditi, the veteran conductor. 
Edouard de Reszke is an imposing figure as 
King Henry. He is a tall and stately singer 
and his voice is grandly effective in Wagnerian 
declamation. German fellow-citizens who 
fancy that none but Teutons can sing Wagner 
should hear M. de Reszke and learn their 
error. 

There is little applause till the appearance 
of Miss Emma Eames. The audience is glad 
to see her, and glad also to hear the melody 
that brings her to the stage, the motif of the 
dream; for it is the first bit of melody follow- 
ing a long stretch of declamatory music. The 
opera-glasses go up to feminine eyes and 
there is a ripple of applause to greet the 
Amerivgan singer. Julian Story, the artist who 
had the good luck to win the heart of this 
young diva, viewed her complacently from a 
box. The audience saw a rather tall young 
woman with a graceful figure, clad in white. 
Miss Eames has the best beauty, grace, and 
distinction. She inclines to the brunette 
type, has features of Greek regularity, and 
wears her hair in the style of an Italian ma- 
donna, 

When she begins to sing an irreverent 
auditor observes that the opening phrase 
given to Elsa is note for note a phrase sung 
by Josephine in “Pinafore.” This seems 
artistic sacrilege, but it is painfully true. 
Miss Eames was extremely nervous last even- 
ing. This was apparent in her voice during 
the first act, but gradually its effects disap- 
peared. 

Two Verdicts. 

“Charming, but not a great artist.“ was 
the verdict of those who jumped at conclu- 
s10ns. 

Wait and hear her in something else,“ sug- 
gested the more temperate and judicious.

There was a short but interesting meeting 
of the City Council last evening. It was 
brought toa rather abrupt adjournment on the 
motion of Ald. Kent, made to choke off action 
and discussion of the ordinance passed 
previous Monday providing that water-pipe 
extensions should not be made unless the 
property-owners advance the money necessary 
to pay for the same, The recorda of the Coun- 
eil show that the ordinance was passed, thirty- 
five votes to twenty-two. But Ald. Plowman, 
who is recorded as voting in the affirmative, 
said he did not vote at all.

Ald. Kinney made the point that the ordi- 
nance having received only 34 votes—one less 
than a clear majority of the Council—had not 
passed and was therefore of no effect. 

Ald. Madden, who presided, said: * The or- 
dinance has been approved by the Mayor. 
The minutes of the Council as approved by 
the Council show 85 votes for the ordinance, 
which is valid, therefore. Ald. Kinney’s point 
1 not well taken.“ 


Ald, Sexton took a new tack. He moved to 


reconsider the vote by which the minutes were 
approved. Ald. Hepburn moved to lay this 
motion on tne table. This motion was lost. 
But scarcely had the vote been announced 
when Ald. Kent jumped to his feet and made 
a motion to adjourn. It was promptly enter- 
tained, put, and declared carried by the Chair 
without a roll-call. The attempt to defeat the 
ordinance, therefore, failed. It must stand 
now. 

Before this question was called up Ald. Kin- 
ney introduced an ordinance, which was not 
read, providing that property-owners who ad- 
vanced money for water-pipe extensions should 
be allowed 6 per cent per annum from the 
date when such extension will pay 10 cents per 
lineal foot from the- pipe so laid. This was 
sent to the Judiciary committee. Ald. Dor- 
man also introduced an ordinanve covering 
the same subject. It provided that the money 
raised by the sale of the water fund certificates 
could be used in extension of water mains. It 
was also referred to the Judiciary committee.

Of the twenty-three operas from which 
Messrs. Abbey and Grau announce the réper- 
toure of their company will be selected.

The report of the Committee on Streets and 
Alleys South in reterence to the ordinance re- 
pealing the ordinance for improving Wabash 
avenue with asphalt from Twenty-second 
street to Thirty-fifth street was called up by 
Ald. Woodward. The majority report recom- 
mended the passage of the repealing ordi- 
nance. There was also a minority report, 
signed by Ald. Madden and supported by Aid. 
Hepburn. The report set forth that tne re- 
port’ of the subcommittee showed that 
5,710 feet frontage favored asphalt and 3,485 
feet cedar blocks; that the repealing ordinance 
when before the Council before was lost: that 
the street is in bad condition; that the sig- 
natures of a large number of the objectors 
were obtained upon the statement that the 
original ordinance was railroaded through; 
that the interests of the public required that 
the street be made passable. 

Ald. Hepburn médved to substitute the 
minority report for the majority, anda long 
discussion followed. Ald. O' Neili wanted the 
matter referred back to the committee. Ald. 
Vierling said the street was not ready for any 
improvement because a sewer and several 
other improvements had to be made. He 
claimed if any pavement was put down it 
should be a cheap pavement. 

The minority report was substituted on a 
vote of 49 yeas to5 nays. Ald. O'Neill then 
moved to refer the matter to the committee, 
but it was tabled, and the repealing ordinance 
was not passed. 

Streets That Need Repaving. 

Commissioner Aldrich presented a com- 
munication calling attention to the following 
list of streets which in his judgment need re- 
paving during the coming season. Those im- 
provements are recommended by the Alder- 
men of the wards containing the streets. Mr. 
Aldrich suggested the publication of the list 
in the proceedings and the preparation of the 
necessary ordinances for the action of the 
Council.

He Gives the Canadians Hard Sense 
Pointers on ation. 

Torowro, Ont., Nov. Special. Gold- 
win Smith lectured: on “gin x 
ronto. The lecturer’ firs of 
origin of the word, the meaning of which, he 
said, was similar to that of Chauvinism in 
France. Continumg, the lecturer referred to 
the question of monuments to commemorate 
Canadian victories, He had no objection to mo.1- 
uments to commemorate Queenstown Heights 
and Lundy’s Lane.

The 
learned lecturer protested strongly against 
the introduction of jingoiam into our public 
schools, which, he said, had been more con- 
spicuous than ever recently. What, he asked, 
did the promoters of this jingoism want? Was 
it to brmg about a war with the United 
States? If so, have they counted on conse- 
quences. They were, he feared, so in- 
fatuated with the victories their fore- 
fathers had won at Lundy's Lane and 
Queenstown Heights that they forgot how cir- 
cumstances had changed since that time. 
Commercial reciprocity and equality with the 
United States were, the lecturer said, in- 
dispensable. For the few who profit by the na- 
tional policy there may be large fortunes and 
baronial mansions in England. where they will 
win titles and social consequence by making 
Canada move, or pretendingto make her move, 


in conformity with the interest of an aristo- 


cratic party in Great Britain. For the people 
at large there is the inevitable fate of a coun- 
try kept by artificial separation and restric~ 
tion below the level of its continent in com- 
mercial prosperity and in the rewards held 
out to industry, and there would be a perpetual 
exodus of the flower of our population to 
the more prosperous and more hope- 
ful field. Concluding, Mr. Smith said 
that the future of Canada was not 
only commercially but politically bound up 
by that of the United States. The union of 
Ontario with Quebec was unsatisfactory and 
could not endure, The best solution of the 
problem facing Ontario was union with the 
United States. As an Englishman himself he 
was loath tosee the last link between England 
and Canada severed, but having the future of 
Canada in mind he had no hesitation in pro- 
nouncing for separation and political union 
with the United States. 


SHE WILL NOW BE PAID HER WAGES. 


Eva Hickman, Working as a Slave Long 
After Emancipation, Is Awarded Her Due. 
Kansas Crry, Mo., Nov. 9.—The Court 
of Appeals today handed down a decis- 
ion granting Eda Hickman a new trial in her 
case against the Hickman estate. Eda was a 
slave of Joseph Hickman of Moniteau County, 
Mo., and her master had managed to keep 
from her the fact that the negroes bad been 
emancipated and for almost twenty-five years 
had made her work on his farm without 
remuneration. She finally discovered that 
she was a free woman and entered suit to re- 
cover some $1,500 which she claims is due her 
for her services during the last twenty-five 
years. The first trial awarded her half the 
amount, but the Circuit Court reversed this 
decision. Today the Court of Appeals re- 
versed the decision of the Circuit Court and 
remanded the case for a new trial.

There was no money in the store over 
night because Mr. Christiansen’s sales during 
the day were small and he carried his store of 
wealth in a stout: pocket in his trousers. He 
was accustomed to leave the pennies which 
accumulated from the sale of “taffy on a 
stick and such like wares in the bottom of 
the cash drawer. 
He Recognized the Burglar. 

The watchful Christiansen discovered to 
his amazement that some one was continually 
breaking into his store and depleting his stock 
of pennies, and sometimes as many asa 
dozen would be taken. Usually about six or 
eight would disappear every time the store 
was entered. Nothing else was missed. All 
the goods and groceries, calico, No, 2 mack- 
erel, bottles of triple extract of musk, shingle 
nails, etc., were untouched. 

Mr. Christiansen determined to catch the 
burglar, so he called in some of the neigh- 
bors, and they set a watch on the store. One 
night last summer they saw a man crawl 
through a window into the store-room. Then 
they saw him strike a match and apply the 
business end of it to the wick of the lamp of 
a dark lantern, such as country doctors carry 
at night. The man stepped down the counter 
to the cash drawer, where he began fumbling 
the pennies that were there. They sought to 
arrest him, and, hearing their approach, he 
took to his heels and made his escape, All of 
them distinctly saw his face. To their amaze- 
ment it was that of Dr. Charles N. Palmer, one 
of the most prominent men in Racine County. 
He was apprehended and heid under bonds 
by a magistrate. Today he was arraigned in 
court charged with burglary, and entered a 
plea of guilty. 

He Is a Morphine Victim. 

The secret is out now. Some of Palmers 
friends have told the story. The man has ac- 
quired a frenzy for narcotics and nervines. 
He swallows a good many doses of opium 
every day. A teaspoonful of morphine is a 
moderate dose for him. These new-fangled 
nervines made out of tar, such as sulphonal 
and antipyrine, are his hobbies. He absorbs 
them like a pig in a trough filled with butter- 
milk. Every drug of like character is grate- 
ful to Dr. Palmer, and he uses them all in 
heroic doses. Nobody dreamed of such a4 
habit on Palmer’s part. He did not drink 
alcoholic spirits, nor were his habits caleu- 
lated to break down his general health. 
Opium, sulphonal, and such like drugs braced 
him up. 

He says he did not know what he was doing 
when he broke into Christiansen’s store, be- 
cause of the large quantities of narcotics he 
used every day of his life. He was examined 
by doctors, who wanted to test the state of his 
mind. This course of procedure on the part 
of some of Mr. Palmer’s friends brought out 
the fact that for years and years he has been 
an opium drunkard. Once three physicians 
examined him for the purpose of inquiring 
into his physical and mental condition. They 
reported him as of sound mind at the time 

saw him. 

ge san es Drs. Eagan, Buchan, and Newell 
will testify as to his craving for narcotic drugs. 
They will swear that from the enormous quan- 
tities he consumes now he must have con- 
tracted the habit yearsago, otherwise he could 
not take the doses he does and live. The 
court will be assured that at the time Palmer 
broke into Christiansen’s store he was filled 
with opium and did not know what he was do- 
ing. The clemency of the court will be asked 
and probably be granted. The court cannot, 
under the law, make the crime less than a 
feiony. The least Palmer can hope to get is a 
s.ngle year in the penitentiary. This punish- 
ment the court will probably affix tomorrow.

LETTER-BOX THIEVES CAUGHT, 


A Gang That Has Stolen $100,000 in Va- 
rious Cities Captured in New York. 

New York, Nov. 9.—[Special.]|—The gang 
of letter-box thieves who have been robbing 
the mails in nearly all the large cities of the 
country have at last been put behind prison 
bars. 

Harry Armstrong, alias Sbeevey,“ the 
mysterious prisoner who was caught here 
by Postoffice Department Inspector J. E. 
Jacobs Saturday, was the last one of 
the gang to be captured. The others of the 
gang are: Charles Hubbard, alias Charles 
Diamond, who is the leader; T. C. Bolan, alias 
T. Clayton.“ and J. K. Stratton. These four 
thieves have been operating since August, 
1890, and have robbed the mails of more than 
$100,000. The postuffice inspectors have checks 
for amounts eagregating 5.000, which the 
robbers stole and had cashed at banks all 
over the country. These checks were taken 
from letter-boxes in Washington, Pittsburg, 
Chicago, St. Louis, Indianapolis, Baltimore, 
Denver, San Francisco, Louisville, Cincin- 
nati, N ashville, New Orleans, Atlanta, St. 
Paul, Rochester, Syracuse, Kansas City, and 
many other places. The checks were altered 
where they were made payable to order 
so as to read To bearer,” and in many 
instances were raised.

DID THE GUARDS DESERT THE STATE! 


They Are Charged with Treachery at the 
Briceville Riots. 

NasRwiI zn, Tenn., Nov, 9.—A_ sensation 
came out today when it was announced that 
one of the recaptured convicts had confessed 
that for two days before the night of the 
Briceville attack the guards knew the release 
of the convicts would be made, that word 
had been spread all over the valley, and the 
night of the mob’s uprising only one guard 
was left on duty, and his gun was taken from 
him. 

If this is true, and it is corroborated by a 
score ot convicts, the matter will cause seri 
oustrouble tothe guards, Treachery is a 
statutory offense in Tennessee, and can be 
punished by hanging. The situation at pres- 
ent is alarming. Underthe law the miners 
of East Tennessee are now considered in a 
state of outlawry and rebellion. It is a fact 
already announced that the stockades burned 
at Briceville, Coal Creek, and Oliver Springs 
will be rebuilt by the convicts, who will be 
guarded while at work by the militia. The 
Legislature was called together to meet this 
crisis, and failed to realize the responsibility. 
That body will not convene until 1893, and 
the matter rests in the Governor’s hands. 

This morning a suspicious character, sup- 
posed to be a leading laborer from the Penn- 
sylvania mines, was in Knoxville. While 
there he told a friend in confidence that there 
was atacit understanding among the miners 
throughout the country thatif the State offi- 
cials made an effort to again put convicts in 
the mines at Coal Creek and Briceville there 
would be no power strong enough to keep the 
prisoners there. 

The outcome of the proposed strike among 
the miners in the Thistle and Frater mines, to 
be decided Monday, is awaited with great in- 
terest. 

The State Board of Prison Inspectors have 
not yet decided upon the time at which the 
convicts will start for the East Tennessee 
mines. They may go in a day and perhaps 
not for a week or two. The Governor, Prison 
Inspectors, and lessees are silent as to their 
plans. Forty-two more escaped convicts have 
been received at the maiu prison here, mak- 
ing a total of about 200 of the 461 set at liber- 
ty. Five more were from Wingfield, Ky., 
twenty from Somerset, Ky., nine from 
Pine Kuob, Ky., and eight from Isham, Tenn.

KTHICAL BEAUTIES OF THE TALMUD. 


Rabbi Browne Points Out Resemblances to 
Parts of Scripture. 

The Talmud, Its Ethics and Literary Beau- 
ties, was the subject of an interesting lect- 
ure delivered lastevening at Emanuel Temple, 
No, 282 North Franklin street, by Rabbi E. B. 
M. Browne, sometimes called the Christian 
Jew.” The laws and customs of the 
ancient Hebrews were rapidly sketched, and 
the ethical beauties and preéminence of the 
Talmud shown. No nation ever existed, the 
lecturer said, which showed such reverence for 
eee which practiced charity and benevo- 

nce to so high a degree, and which crowned 
the acquisition and diffusion of knowledge 
as the greatest of all human virtues as did the 
Hebrews of old. The first rtion of the 
eighth chapter of St. Matthew was taken 
almost verbatim from the Talmud, he said, 
and other beautiful and high teachings of the 
Bible were traced to the same source. He 
claimed not as a boast, but as a fact, 
that knowledge had become the inheritance 
of Israel, and that there was not, and never 
would be,aJew who could not at least read 
one language. “There is not one ignorant 
member of our entire race,“ said the lecturer, 
„not even among the slave of slaves, the Rus- 
sian Jew. From this universal and inherited 
intelligence come the power and influence of 
the Jew throughout the world. They evidence 
the truism that knowledge is power.’’ He paid 
a glowmg tribute to the influences of educa- 
tion and related the story of the High Priest 
of Jerusalem, who, when that city was to be 
reduced to ashes by the Romans and given 
the choice of 1% W building, said: Save 
the school and let temple perish.”’

They are charged with killing Axel Lunde, a 
young Swede, Juiy 5 last.

THE BEET SUGAR INDUSTRY. 

Tun Tuns of Monday contained an in- 
teresting article about the beet sugar indus- 
try of Nebraska. The main factory is at 
Norfolk, in the northeastern part of the State, 
and is said to be the largest in the world, in 
addition to being constructed and operated on 
the most approved plans. It is now working 
up from 250 to 350 tons of beets per day, and 
turning out from them about 50,000 pounds of 
nice, fine, white granulated sugar, or one- 
twelfth the gross weight of the raw material, 
besides other product, making the whole about 
12to 18 per cent. The plant is one of two 
which have introduced into the State a most 
profitable industry, the other being situated 
at Grand Isiand, several miles further north. 

The great benefit that will accrue to the 
farming community may be inferred from a 

glance at the work of the incipient season. 
Last summer the farmers in the vicinity grew 
beets on 2,870 acres, and during the thinning 
and weeding time as many as a thousand men, 
women, and children found employment in 
the fields, the more expert among them earn- 
ing as high as $2.25 per day. It is estimated 
that when the industry is fully established 
the factory will pay out for the beets iu a sin- 
gle season from $100,000 to $150,000, while the 
beet raisers will pay out from $25,000 to $50,- 
000 to the workers engaged in cultivating the 
crop. The yield this year is fully twenty tons 
per acre and the average price received is about 
$4 per ton. That 1s $80 per acre, while the cost 
of raising and hauling to the factory is 
stated at not more than $50. This permits a 
large profit to the farmer who cultivates his 
own beet fields with his own farm help. 
When in active operation the factory will em 
ploy about 200 pairs of hands, the ordinary 
workman receiving 15 to 18 cents per hour. 
Hence the enterprise is and will be a great 
boon to the people of that neighborhood. It 
will give remunerative employment to many 
men, women, and children of the villages, 
who will find work in the open fields as well 
as in the factory. Everything connected with 
the growth of the beet and the manufacture 
of the product is done in thc factory or 
around it, and all the money can be kept at 
home except that paid out for the machinery. 
The new industry brings a great reinforce- 
ment of the demand for farm products in that 
vicinity and must ultimately tend to relieve 
the overproduction of wheat and corn in Ne- 
braska, Northern Kansas, a considerable por- 
tion of Iowa, Northern Illinois, and even parts 
of Indiana and Ohio. 

The present annual consuming capacity of 
the United States for sugar and molasses 
must be in the neighborhood of 2,000,000 tons. 
The consumption is largely stimulated by the 
recent removal of heavy duties except on the 
sugar of countries which will not reciprocate, 
and from present appearances weshall have no 
difficulty in getting along without them. And 
we are now in a fair way to produce ere long 
a large part of the quantity needed for our- 
selves. The stimulus to action is a strong one. 
At four cents per pound those 2,000,000 tons are 
worth $160,000,000, or haif the value of the 
average wheat crop of the United States in the 
hands of the farmers, while the profit offered 
in the cultivation of the beet is far greater 
than that possible in the case of any of the 
cereals. It is safe to estimate that not far 
from a thousand factories of the capacity of 
the one at Norfolk would be required to sup- 
ply the consumption ef sugar and molasses in 
the United States ten years hence. This 
would furnish the means of support to a mill- 
ion of inhabitants, and add proportionately to 
the demand for consumption of the agricult- 
ural and manufacturing productions of other 
classes in the country. This is predicated on 
the supposition that a few years in the future 
the United States will be producing sugar as 
copiously as Germany and France. It may 
take twenty syears to reach that stage of 
saccharine abundance, but there is no reason 
why it should not be regarded as a part of our 
manifest destiny. We have here all the ele- 
ments of such a success. The soil in many 
parts of the country is fully as well adapted to 
beet culture as is any in the most favored sec- 
tions of Europe, and it only needs for the peo- 
ple to see what can be accomplished in this 
direction to cause a rapid increase in beet pro- 
duction in several of the States, while there 
need be no fear as to the willingness of capi- 
tal to furnish all the facilities that may be re- 
quired to handle the material up to the full 
extent of our production. The two factories 
in Nebraska and the one in California are but 
forerunners of a host.

among the leaders of that party. He is evi- 
dently a backwoods Bourbon who does not 
know what the bosses have determined on. 
Messrs. Mills, Watterson, Cleveland, and the 
other party chiefs have abandoned the tariff- 
reform features of the Democratic creed as 
enuneiated in 1884 and again in 1888, and have 
taken ground for the abolition of tariffs so far 
as competitive goods are concerned. They 
are no longer for the “ revision” of protective 
tariffs, but for their repeal. No doubt the 
Democrats would have done better in Ohio 
had they made their fight on their “ tariff-re- 
form” platform of 1888 instead of mak- 
ing it on the Mills-Campbell platform 
of ultra free trade.

It will depend en- 
tirely on his file leader, as he has no new 
ideas of his own, and it is owing to the fact 
that Wike always does follow his leader and 
has no individuality whatever that his views 
on any subject are utterly worthless and don’t 
count for anything, 


LONG-DISTANCE TELEPHONY. 

Some resideats of this city may remember 
how, fifteen or sixteen years ago, one man 
walked on the roofs of the buildings on the 
east side of Dea: born street north of Madison 
and another in the street below, the two con- 
nected by a strmg. They were showing to the 
curious that vocal sounds could be trans- 
mitted by that means, and thus gave to some 
of the people of Chicago their first introduc- 
tion to the mysteries of telephony. Since then 
the telephone has been put in use over the 
whole of the civilized world, but for several 
years it was thought four miles was about the 
limit of its availability. This has recently 
been discovered erroneous. Speaking locally, 
a line was some time since extended twelve 
miles to Evanston, then another forty miles 
to Aurora, and now Oshkosh is brought within 
speaking distance, though 175 miles away. 

The latter feat was accomplished only last 
week, and the first trial was made with some 
misgivings, but proved to be an unqualified 
success, warranting the belief that much 
greater distances can be talked through by 
wire at no distant day. The voices in Osh- 
kosh were heard in this city as distinctly as if 
the speakers had been close at hand, the 
sounds being in fact more audible than those 
often heard by telephone over a connection of 
but a few blocks. This much-to-be-desired 
feature is said to have been realized maiuly 
by means of a transposition of the wires at 
different intervals (they are of high-drawn 
copper), which equalizes the induction and 
overcomes the electrical resistance that had 
previously been an insuperable obstacle to 
long-distance telephony. It is claimed that 
the objections found in the grounded wire are 
now entirely overcome, rendering it possible 
to establish satisfactory communication be- 
tween Chicago and St. Louis or St. Paul, and 
even with far-off Denver. The world may 
have to wait some time yet before people in 
this city can talk directly with friends in New 
York and Boston, and still longer before the 
dream of conversation across the broad Atlan- 
tic is actualized. There are people who say 
the latter can never be accomplished, and 
make learned statements of alleged fact to 
prove their position. But it is not yet for- 
gotten how leading scientific men in England 
once made similar statements in regard to the 
problem of crossing the Atlantic by steam 
power, or that little more than thirty years ago 
the report that cable messages had passed be- 
tween Great Britain and America was generally 
laughed at as too absurd for credence. Per- 
haps telephoning across the Atlantic will not 
be achieved in this generation, but it is sure 
tocome. It will be one of the triumphs of 

the next century if not of this, and in the 
meantime vocal communication between the 
inhabitants of widely-sundered cities on the 
same continent will becoine as easy and per- 
haps as common as it is now between individ- 
vals only a few blocks apart in the same city. 
Will the time ever come when the facilities 
have been made so great that people will not 
want to communicate as freely as at present? 
It was once remarked that by the time a man 
is wise enough to make it worth the while of 
others to listen to lum he is convinced it is 
not worth his while to talk at all. Will some- 
thing like this be true of the race? 


MR. WATTERSON ON “ MICHIGANIZING. 

The Courier-Journal responds thus to the 
expression of gratification by Taz Trisuns 
that the Iowa Legislature had not been car- 
ried by the Democrats and the State had es- 
caped Michiganizing”’: 

To Michiganize a State means that it may 
choose its Presidential Electors by districts in- 
stead of by the State at large, thus giving the 
minority ite fair proportion of the votes. There 
is nothing heinous in this; nothing unconstita- 
tional, nothing treasonablé. If the plan were 
adopted in every State the result would be fairer 
than it is apt to be under the present system.

But if a chance 
victory had thrown Kentucky into Republican 
hands, if an accidental Republican majority 
had gerrymandered the State Congressionally 
and had provided for the choice of Electors by 
districts, so as to give the Republicans several 
of the former and break thus the solid Demo- 
cratic Electoral vote, Mr. Watterson would not 
have spoken in such flute-like accents about 
the innocence of Michiganizing.” He would 
have been for war. 

It the plan were adopted in every State,“ 
says Mr. Watterson. Why does not he say 
that it never will be adopted by the Demo- 
crate in any State they are sure of carrying. 
The Democrats never will agree to it in Ken- 
tucky, Missouri, Tennessee, New Jersey, the 
Virginias, or any State where there is a likeli- 
hood of the Republicans carrying a district.

It may be 
legal, but it is not equitable, or right, or hon- 
est.

But even if every State were to choose its 
Electors by districts in order to give the mi- 
nority a chance the action of the Michigan 
Legislature would be rascally, because it has 
gerrymandered the districts so as to put the 
minority on top. It set at its work with the 
intention of making districts in such a man- 
ner that though the Republicans might carry 
the State by 15,000 majority the Democrats 
would have eight of the fourteen Electors. 
Mr. Watterson, who has developed such a sud- 
den zeal for the welfare of minorities, cannot 
be ready to insist that they should have more 
Electors than the majority.

CHINERY. 

The women of Chicago and other American 
cities have been in the habit of buying large 
quantities of cheap cotton embroideries, made 
principally in Switzerland. The United States 
bought eight million dollars’ worth of these 
goods last year from that country alone. The 
price of these embroideries has advanced 
somewhat of late, the duty which they pay 
now being 60 per cent of their value at the 
place of manufacture, while it used to be but 
80 and 40. There is a prospect, however, that 
within a short time prices will fall below what 
they were, owing to the successful introduc. 


tion of steam embroidery machines bya Swiss 


manufacturer, 

At present all these goods are made on hand 
machines, of which there are over 25,000 in 
use in a small district in Eastern Switzerland, 
Each of them requires the labor of two per- 
sons, the most highly skilled of whom—the 
embroiderer—does not earn. over 50 cents a 
day. Owing to the cheapness of the labor no 
attempt has been made to introduce this in- 
dustry into this country. The tariff duty was 
not raised for protective purposes, but simply 
to get more revenue to help pay the sugar 
bounties. On the basis of last year’s importa- 
tions the Treasury would get $4,800,000 from 
this one item of cotton embroideries: The 
sugar bounties will abstract about 12 millions 
from the Treasury. 

A steam embroidery machine has now been 
invented which will produce from 12,000 to 
15,000 stitches daily, with one attendant, while 
two hand machines with four people to run 
them can produce but 5,500 stitches. It istrue 
that the steam machine costs $1,600 while the 
hand machine costs $400, but in spite of this dif- 
ference in the amount of capital invested the 
cost of production will be so lowered that the 
cost of the goods will fall decidedly. 

The 23,000 machines now in use give em- 
ployment, euch as it is, to about 60,000 per- 
sons. If they are thrown aside what will be- 
come of many of those who are running them 
now? They will either have to go to work on 
finer grades of embroidery, where the compe- 
tition of steam cannot follow them, or wil! 
have to learn some other business, which is not 
80 easy a task in a country where other trades 
are already well filled. In this case, asin some 
others, the introduction of machinery, while 
causing great and permanent good, is at- 
tended with some temporary inconvenience 
on the part of a few. 

The United States is interested in this in- 
vention to this extent: If these cheap em- 
broideries can be made on steam power ma- 
chines there is no reason why they should not 
be made in this country and a new industry 
be established in the United States. That is 
impossible as long as the goods are made by 
men who get but 50 cents a day. But if the 
work can be done by nearly automatic ma- 
chines the labor cost of the embroideries will 
be much less and competition between Swiss 
and American manufacturers will become 
possible, for the difference in the wage scales 
of the two countries will be of less. conse- 
quence, 


GROWTH OF UNIVERSITY EXTENSION. 

The growth of the university extension 
scheme is almost phenomenal. Though 
scarcely two years have elapsed since it was 
first given practi¢al consideration it has de- 
veloped so rapidly that now no doubt remains 
the advantages of the higher education will 
soon be open to all, and that those who have 
not the time or means to attend the college or 
university will have ample opportunity to se- 
cure the benefit of the university curriculum, 
with the additional advantage of selecting for 
themselves the studies they desire to pursue. 

General Bulletin No, 4 of the American So- 
ciety for the Extension of University Teach- 
ing, just issued, contains an encouraging sum- 
mary of the progress of the great work. ‘The 
new University of Chicago is already strongly 
committed to it. The Kansas University is 
offermg recognition to certain classes of ex- 
tension students; Brown University is work- 
ing extension systematically in Rhode Island, 
and the Common Council of Providence is 
about to make an appropriation to apply it to 
the schools. The Brooklyn (N. Y.) Institute, 
the Hartford Theological Seminary, Swarth- 
more (Pa.) College, the Educational Associa- 
tion of Louisville, Ky., and the Kansas City 
Society of University Extension have all ar- 
ranged for classes and lectures. Three prom- 
inent citizens of Milwaukee, R. C. Spencer, 
John Johnston, and Congressman Mitchell, 
have guaranteed three courses of lectures, 
and the Wisconsin Electric club of the same 
city has guaranteed a fourth, 

Thus the work progresses, as will be seen, 
steadily forward towards a great national suc- 
cess. In 1893 it will be still further expedited 
by the World’s Conference on University Ex- 
tension, which will meet in this city. To this 
conference the Universities of Cambridge and 
Oxford, the London Society, and Harvard, 
Brown, Yale, Columbia, Cornell, Princeton, 
Johns Hopkins, and other prominent uni- 
versities in the East have agreed to send dele- 
gates. There is every reason to believe that 
at last a royal road to learning, open to all. 
has been devised by the originators of this 
great scheme of unjversity extension, 


THE TREASURY REPORTS. 

The financial returns for the beginning of 
this month show some interesting facts in 
the condition of the National Treasury and in 
the circulation. The latter increased $33,110,- 
125 during October, the greater part ot which 
is gold imported and cortificates issued against 
it. The gold certificates and legal tender pa- 
per which, under the recent action of the 
Treasury, is redeemable in gold have in- 
creased about $30,000,000 since the end of 
September. The net cash balance was re- 
duced $5,316,048.57, owing to a falling off in the 
revenue, which did not equal the disburse- 
ments of the month. ‘The actual indebted- 
ness was decreased $4,027,527.50, including a 
decrease of $1,100,467.50 in the debt bearing 
no interest. The total actual debt is now 
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The amount of money per capita in circula- 
tion in the United States is greater now than 
at any other time in our history. 


Tun Valley of the Mississippi above Cairo 
has been blessed by a most welcome rain. 
The pluvial visitation extended from Western 
Kansas to Ohio, covering most of the area 
which in former days was called the North- 
west, and takingin the Dakotas. It was all 
the more welcome as the land had long suf. 
fered from drought, the fall having been per- 
haps the driest one over so large an area that 
had been experienced any time since that of 
twenty years ago, when not only Chicago but 
vast tracts of timber lands and prairie were 
ravaged by flames. The rain will replenish the 
welis and springs for stock, which have been 
so dry for months that over many thousands 
of square miles water was so scarce as to be 
worth more than milk in ordinary seasons. 
It will reanimate the winter wheat 
and rye, which, though sown in due 
time, could hardly be said to be 
“ growing,” and the gravest fears were 
entertained that the next crop of both 
would be a bad failure. If the cold weather 
holds off a few days longer the green blades 
will peep up above the soil and form the verd- 
ure which is usually relied upon to protect the 
roots of these cereals through the winter. The 
rain will start up the fall grass, vastly increas- 
ing the amount of pasturage for stock. It 
was a warm, slow, soaking drop from the 
skies, every particle of which has gone into 
the ground to benefit vegetation, instead of 
rushing off in torrents to the nearest stream, 
as is the case with rain that falls in torrents, 
It could not have been more genial or more 
welcome. It is worth many millions of dol- 
lars to the farmers, and will by them be duly 
appreciated. The only ones to find fault with 
it will be those in the Northwest whose thrash- 
ing operations in the wheat field may have 
been delayed by it; but even they have cause 
to be thankful, as the added moisture was just 
what was wanted for putting the ground into 
shape for the crop of next year. Had it come 
a little earlier it would have been better for 
them, as not a few of their number were una- 
ble to plow because of the drought, but bet- 
ter late than never applies even in that case 
as in most others.

ASKS RELIEF FROM POSTAL THIEVES, 


The New Orleans National Bank Claims Its 
Mails Have Been Rified. 

New Oxrzans, La., Nov. 9.—The directors 
of the New Orleans National Bank have ap- 
pealed to Postmaster-General Wanamaker for 
relief from a long-continued and constantly 
increasing series of depredations upon its 
mails. The rifling of the letters of the bank 
began immediately after the passage of 
the Anti-Lottery Postal law, and has 
continued without cessation to the 
present time, As an illustration of the 
high-handed outrages perpetrated by 
the tal authorities, the case of the Union 
Bank of Key West is mentioned. The Key 
West bank first remitted a check to the New 
Orleans National Bank, which was never re- 
ceived. It then sent a duplicate, which shared 
the same fate, and finally it forwarded a 
triplicate through another bank which is 
under the ban of the postal authorities. This 
last remittance came to hand promptly. An- 
other case mentioned in the correspondence 
was that of Isaac F. Carter of Roheline, La., 
whose note in the New Orleans National Bank 
went to protest because the remittance had 
beea captured by the postal authorities and 
destroyed. The business community of the 
city is determined to ferret the mail robbers 
out and bring them to punishment.

Penalties Decreed by the Faculty Increase 
Their Insubordination.

' *. RRylance—Liberat Views. 

“Briggs is orthodoxy itself compared to 
Newton” and “‘It’s a great deal of squeal 
for very little wool,’ as the man said when he 
was shearing the pig,” are expressions used 
by some of the Episcopal ministers of Chicago 
yesterday when questioned about the sermons 
of the Rev. Heber Newton and Dr. Rylance 
preached Sunday in New York. 

Dr. Newton’s sermon was entitled Heresy- 
Hunting, and startled his congregation by 
the broad views advanced, while Dr. Rylauce 
gave an introduction to a series of sermons he 
proposes to deliver on the authenticity and 
accuracy of the Bible. 

Bishop McLaren declined to be interviewed 
by a reporter for Taz Txrpuns, but submitted 
a written article in which he nad summed up 
his views on the question. His position is that 
the controversy now in progress in America 
was fought out in Germany in the beginning 
of the century.

Arguments Began in the Sayward Case Be- 
fore a Full Bench—Can the United States 
Seize an Offending Foreign Sealer Three 
Miles frém Shore the Question at Issue— 
The First Attack on the McKinley Act to 
Be Heard Next Week. 

Wasmmoron, D. C., Nov. 9.—Interest cen 

tered in the chamber of the Supreme Court 

today when the case ot Thomas Henry Cooper 
against the Judge of the United States for the 

District of, Alaska, better known 

as the  Siyward Bering Sea Seal- 

eries case, came up for argument. Ex-Senator 

Edmunds and Senator Mitchell were present, 


as were ex-Secretary Bayard and ex-Attorney- 
General Garland of Cleveland’s Cabinet, 
while Attorney-General Miller, Solicitor-Gen- 
eral Taft, and Joseph H. Coate of New York 
were there to take part in the proceedings. 

When the court assembled Justice Bradley 
was not present, but he took his place on the 
bench just before the case was called, so that 
a full court was present when the hearing 
began. 

This now celebrated case arises out of the 
seizure of the Canadian sealer W. P. Sayward 
in Bering Sea for violation of the act of Con- 
grese making it a penalty to catch seals within 
the waters of thesea. The vessel was libeled 
under the Admiralty laws of the United 
States, and after trial the District 
Court of Alaska declared a forfeiture 
of the vessel. The case was then 
brought to the Supreme Court on a motion for 
a writ of prohibition to stop the Alaskan 
court from taking measures to enforce its 
decree, the ground for this motion being 4 
contention that the court had no jurisdiction 
to try the offense for the reason that it was 
committed more than three miles from shore 
and therefore under thelaw of nations with- 
out the jurisdiction of the United States. 

By this method it is sought to secure an 
opinion from the United States Supreme 
Court on the question which has been for a 
long time in controversy between the United 
States and Great Britain as the right of the 
former country to exclusive control ‘of the 
seal fisheries in Bering Sea. 

Since the legal proveedings began an agree- 
ment has been reached detween the two gov- 
ernmehts under which it is hoped to secure a 
final and definite solution of this long pend- 
ing diplomatic dispute, but this will not affect 
the present case. 

Great Britain Wins One Point. 

The opening skirmish in this legal battle re- 
sulted in favor of Great Britain, the court de- 
ciding against a preliminary plea) by the 
United States that it could not entertain even 
a motion for leave to file a petition for a writ 
of prohibition. 

r. Calderon Carlisle of Washington opened 
the case in behalf of the owner of the Say- 
ward. At the outset he said the decision of 
this case could not forestall anything that 
any other branch of the vernment 
should do. Of course it would, if favorable 
to his clients, stop any seigure of 
any foreign vessel under the existing 
law. This court may in this case, without ex- 

ressing any opinion as to the rights of the 
Dnited Bates, ho that the seizure of this 
foreign vessel fifty-nine miles from land was 
2 international law and under ex- 
isting laws of the United States, and not fore- 
stall any convention of the United States with 
reference to seal property. 8 

Mr. Carlisle then combated the position 
taken by the United States that the court was 
bound by the face of the p ings and 
could not go behind what was shown on the 
record as submitted by the Judge of the Alas- 
ka court. First taking up the words of the 
libel, which sets.out that “the vessel was 
seized in that part of „ deded by 
Russia to the United States.“ he said it might 
very well be held that no part of it was ceded 
by Russia. If it was a cesstion from any- 
body it was a cession from the civilized world, 
for Russia could not cede beyond three miles 
from shore. 


The Court Must Abide by the Law. 


Mr. Carlisle next took up the point raised 
by the United States: That if the court could 
go behind the return of the Alaska Judge 
there was evidence which it may be presumed 
might have justified the court in 
holding that seals were taken within 
the three-mile limit. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral, Mr. Carlisle said; in addition to 
the two small barriers of which he had spoken, 
had set up another more‘serious one—-namely : 
that the position taken by the Executive with 
reference to Bering Sea was a position taken 
on a political question, that of national sover- 
eignty, which absolutely binds the court 
whether that position be right or —— 
If the argument be correct that, regard- 
less of the law of nations and an 
act of Congress, the President can extend the 
national boundaries far out into the ocean, 
why shall he stop there and not make asser- 
tions as to our power and right which would, 
in the language of Justice Storey, lead to 
universal mischief.” 

He then asked, if the United States could 
try British sealers for offenses in any of 
waters, why not British sailors for murder? 
He claimed that the writ of prohibition must 
issue because of the fundamental want of 
jurisdiction in the Alaska court. 

Contention of the United States. 

Solicitor-General Taft, in opening the case 
for the United States, said their position could 
be stated in two seatences : 

First—That the question which the petitioner 
seeks here to raise is not presented tothe court 
on the record in the case. 

Second—That if it is presented to the court the 
— has been decided, being a political ques- 

on, by the political departments of the govern- 
ment. and this court will not reverse or qualify 
that decision. 

Taking up the political phase of the argu- 
ment the Solicitor-General said that the gov- 
ernment did not deny that the jurisdiction of 
the Alaskan court and the venue of the of- 
fense were judicial questions to be decided by 
that court and by this court in a proper case. 
What he asserted was that the jurisdic. 
ion of that court and the venue of the offense 
by a single step were made inevitably to de- 
— upon the national jurisdiction in Bering 

a, and if a political question, that the 
de cision of the Executive and of Congress on 
that political question is conclusive, not only 
upon this court, but upon every citizen within 
the jurisdiction.

GEORGE R. FOSTER ON RECIPROCITY. 


The Canadian Minister of Finance Favors 
the McKinley Bill. 

Monrreat, Que., Nov. 9.—[{Special. ]—-The 
Hon, George E. Foster, Minister of Finance, 
in speaking of the reciprocity outlook today, 
said:: There is no doubt that last year the 
McKinley bill stood at a great disadvantage, 
an election taking place almost immediately 
after ite enactment, while. its objectionable 
features were still fresh in the minds of the 
people and could not be compensated by any 
experimental benefits. Ou the whole, I should 
gather that the McKinley bill stands a fair 
chance to remain alaw for several years to 
come, and in that ill have 
no doubt the. ltural clauses’ will 
be fully maintained. This, 1 think, 
precludes any one from concluding that a 
change to the advantage of our agricultural 
products and their admission to the United 
States will be brought about by Congressional 
legislation. It dees not, however, change the 
status of the reciprocity question. The United 
States Cabinet and Congress may retain their 
present tariff intact and yet may be quite 
willing and able to make an agreement with 
Can whereby for mutual advantage the 
tariff on certain commodities may be reduced 
or entirely abolisl It all depends upon the 
willingness of the United States to enter into 
negotiations with that end in view and the 
probability of these resulting in an arrange- 
ment which could be accepted with honor and 
ad vantage. .

ILLINOIS HAS LOST A SUIT, 


The Court of Claims Denies the Demand of 
the State for the Old Road Fund. 


Wasuinetow, D. C., Nov. 9.—[Special.]—I- 
linof®’ State treasury is not likely to be swelled 
by the halt milion dollars of which for years 
it has had hopes. The attempt to get the Gen- 
eral Government to keep its promise and com- 
pensate for the 2 per cent fund lost by the 
States in the national road project, begun a 
good many has failed. 
A petition in the 
Court of Claims by Indiana, Ohio, and 
Illinois to recover this money. The amounts 
they asked made a total of nearly $6,150,000. 
Arguments were heard last spring and At- 
torney-General Hunt came on and presented the 
case of the Prairie State. Nobody seemed to 
think that there was much prospect of a suc- 
cessful suit against the United States, but the 
money claimed was worth tryi for bya 

al process. Duting the summer Judge Nutt, 
who was writi the decision, sent to 
the Department of Justice for some authori- 
ties which sustained the government, There 
was not much surprise, consequeatly, when 
today he handed down a decision dismissing 
the petition of the State of Indiana on the 
ground that the 2 per cent fund is not a trust 
fund, and also that the claim to recover is 
barred by the statute of limitations. The peti- 
tions of Illinois and Ohio will likewise be dis- 
missed. An appeal will be taken to the Su- 
preme Court, wmch may give the final judg- 
ment in two or three years.

When 
the allotments were made, owing to the poor 
quality of land, noneſof the Indians would take 
it, and with the rest it was thrown open to 
settlement. The agent says that Charles 
Keokuk still claims the improvements and 
wants compensation. In his letter the agent 
asked instructions. The Commissioner said 
today he took the same view of the matter as 
the agent, who is of the opinion that white 
settlers should be compelled to pay a reason- 
able amount for improvements. Miss 
Smith will have to settle with the chief.

REDEMPTION OF MILEAGE TICKETS. 


Decision of the Arbitrators in the Rock 
Island Ticket Case. 

Messrs. O. G. Murray, W. B. Shattuc, and 
F. C. Donald, who arbitrated the oase of the 
Rock Island against the Santa Fé, in which 
the former asked the redemption by the latter 
of eighty-eight 1,000-mile tickets, which were 
purchased from scalpers and found in favor of 
the Santa Fé, have just made public the rea- 
sons for their action. The arbitrators ruled 
that those mileage tickete were purchased by 
the Rock Island at the established rate of 
* rate at which mileage tickets are sold 
at the regular ticket offices of the Santa Fé. 
These tickets, when purchased, were entire, no 
part of them having been used for passage 
and as they were purchased at the established 
rate it d. es not appear that the revenue from 
the traffic cove by the agreement was dis- 
turbed. 

The question submitted to the arbitrators for 
decision was: Shall a bulletined mileage 
ticket under the rules of the association be 
subject to redemption?” 

The arbitrators find: 

That railways and common carriers general! 
many years since instituted the practiceof bul- 
letining or notifying to employés, charged with 
the duty of passing upon and giving acceptance 
to, such tickets and other forms issued as vouch- 
ers for transportation which it became desirable 
for any reason to invalidate, and that this prac- 
tice has been universally recognized and relied 
upon by common carriers asa proper and ade- 
quate means of identifying and absorbing the il- 
legitimate or fraudulent use of any form of 
voucher which any person or persons might seek 
to illegally or wrongfully impose upon a carrier 
for pass : 

It was not the intent of the enactment to annul 
the protection or ignore the advantages long se- 
cured through the bulletining, when necessary, of 
the vurious forms of passenger transportation.
